DUBLIN BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


The Meat Contract. 

A meeting of the Dublin Board of Guardians 
was held in the South Dublin Union yesterday, 
Miss M. Oates presiding. 

A lively discussion developed in connection 
with the Guardians’ meat contract. At the 
present time, the contractor supplied the meat 
in bulk, and it was cut up by an employé of the 
union. It wae suggested that the new contract 


Í should be for meat already cut up so that the 
| services of the man at present róba isé by the 


Guardians could be dispensed wit Mr. Beck 
said that it would be cheaper to carry*on as at 
present. and employ a workman, not play into 
the hands of the capitalists who would charge 
at least a farthing a pound for cutting up. Mr. 
Nolan said that the whole question of meat sup- 
plies to the union was a sedndal. He was sure 


that more meat came into the premises than 
| was really required, but he believed that even 


so, there were sorne inmates who never got 
meat. A committee should be appointed to 
investigate and regulate supplies. 

It was eventually decided to contract for a 
supply of live animals for the ensuing three 
months on the same lines as the contract ex-. 
piring on the 3lst inat. 

The Guardians agreed to advertise for a 
master shoe maker at a weekly wage of 


A letter was read from the Dail Éireann 
(Local Government Board Department) stating 
that it was usual to allow uniforms to two 
wardmasters, and that no objection would, 
therefore, be raised by that body to the expendi- 


ture. 

A resolution was proposed by Mr. Beck, anf 
seconded by Mr. O’Brien, that the relievin 
officers be instructed to continue until the en 
of January the cash allowance of half a crown 
per week in lieu of coal to all families in re- 
ceipt of outdoor relief. 

It was stated that this would involve an ex- 
penditure of £500 a week.

THE INCREASE IN WAGES. 


“We have called attention to the fact that 
even in Great Britain the increase in expenses 
has been relatively greater in some parts of the 
country than in others. This difference is even 
more marked when Ireland is compared with 
other parts of the United Kingdom. Before 
the war the etandard of waxes was lower and 
the hours of labour longer im Ireland than in 
any part of Great Britain, the average wage 
per man having been in ireland 20s. 6d. and im 
Great Britain 27s. 3d., so that the aloption of 
a common standard has pressed more heavily 
on the former than the latter. As an mstance 
of the joint effect of increased wages and 
shortened hours, we were told that the cost 
of working a level crossing at Moira has risem 
from 28s. a week to £12 0s. 9d. a week. This is an 
extreme case, but the general rise in costs has 
been very heavy. It is true that.on tlic ocea- 
sion of the interim revision of fares-and rates, 
which took effect as from August and Septem- 
ber, 1920, a greater increase was imposed in 
Irelan.l than’ elsewkore. ‘The disturbed state 
of that country, which thas affected the railwayve 
in a special degree, has made it impossible to 
obtain any statistics which can be taken as a 
reliable test of the effect of those imcreases: 
but when it is remenibered that the country is 
mainly agricultural it must be apparent that 
there is grave doubt whether, even with those 
mereases, the railway companies will be in a 
satisfactory yositiot when the benefit of the | 
Government guarantee ceases in August, 1921. 

“ While we are not prepared to report in 
regard to England or Scotland that there is a 
probability that rates cannot be _suffigiently 
raised to produce {he desired revenud@ without 
destroying ór diverting traffic, we carmot deny 
tuat there is a probability that this will be 
so in Ireland, and if this prove to be the case, 
the necessity of economies must be faced, even 
if a reduction in wages or an increase In. hours 
of labour is involved. 

‘“* It will be right that the statistics of the period 
up to August 192t, when” the Government 
guarantee. Gases, should he very carefully 
watched, to ascertain whether after that date 
revenue and expenditure can be balanced.” 


SUMMARY. 


The main conclusions. of the Committee may 
be summarised as follow :— 

The present general scheme of railway rates 
gives satisfaction, and should be continued. 

The great increase in the cost of materials 
and wages during the last few years renders 
necessary new adjustments of rates, which in- 
volve sweeping away the maximum scales of 
rates and charges embodied in the Railway 
Rates and Charges Orders Confirmation Acts, 
1891 and 1892, and the limitations on tolls for 
the 
special ‘Acts. “ ! 

For the future the principle of fixing maxi- 
mum ecales and allowing the railway companies 
to fix actual rates within those maximum scales 
should be abandoned, and the actual standard 
rates and tolls should be fixed by an indepen- 
dent tribunal. 

The standard rates to and from a station 
should (as now) be composed of a conveyance 
rate, with a charge for station terminals and a 
charge“for service terminals, the terminals being 
payable only when use is made by the trader 
of the station accommodation or the services as 
the case may be. 

The rate to a private siding should (as now) 
be composed of a conveyance rate, with a 
charge for accommodation provided and services 
rendered by the railwey company at or in cen- 
hection with the private siding, which may be 
fixed either, directly or by charging the station 
rate,and allowing a rebate equal to the difference 
between the terminals and the. value of the 
accommodation and services at or in connection 
with the private siding. If, -however, the 
trader makes use of the station or of other 
accommodation provided by the railway com- 
pany, or of any of the terminal gervices, hep 
should be liable to be charged im accordaate 
with the use so made. 

The conveyance rate shottid be a mileage 
tate i ton, varying in an ascending scale 
accordin 
veyed, a new classification being fixed either 
by the Rates Advisory Commitiee or by the 
new tribunal to be eet up. 

The mileage rate should be upon the cumula- 
tive‘principle, with a descending scale of rates 
as the distance increases, the scales of distance 
being both for England and Scotland—(1l) The 
first ten miles; (2) the next ten miles; (3) the 
next thirty miles; (4) the ‘nex$ fifty miles: 
(5)-the remainder of the distance. The scales 
of rates for these distances should be fixed by 
the new tribunal. 

The rate.should be computed on the basis of 
continuous mileage when the transit is over tha 
lines of more than one railway cempany. 

A minimum charge should (as now) be mada 
when the conveyance is over a short distance, 
and the new tribunal should decide what this 
distance should be, and whether it should bo 
the same when the tran#lt is over the lines of 
more than one railway company. 

The classification should be divided into a 
greater; number of classes than now exists, and 
should take account of the quantity of goods - 
constituting a consignment, a lower classifica. 
tion being accorded to goods forwarded in large 
quantities than to the same goods when sent in 
smaller quantities.

THE INCREASE IN WAGES. 

“We have called attention to the fact that 
even in Great Britain the increase m expenses 
has been relatively greater in some parts of the 
country than in others.

Before 
the war the standard of wages was lower and 
the hours of labour longer in Ireland than im 
any part of Great Britain, the average wage 
per man having been in ireland 20s. 6d., and m 
Great Britain 27s. 3d., so that the adoption of 
a common standard has pressed more heavily 
on the forme than the latter. As an instance 
of the jotnt effect of increased wages and 
ahortened hours, we were told that the eoss 
of working a lovel crossing at Moira has risem 
from 2838. a week to £12 0s. 9d. a week. This is an 
extreme case, bat the general] rise in costs has 
heen very heavy. It is true that.ou the ocea- 
sion of the interim revision of fares and rates, 
which took effect as from August and Septem- 
ber, 1920, a greater increase was imposed in 
Irelan.l than elkewkore. Tho disturbed state

SUMMARY. 


The main conclusions. of the Committee may 
be summarised as follow :— 

The present general scheme of railway rates 
gives satisfaction, and should be continued. 

The great increase in the cost of materials 
and wages during tho last few years renders 
necessary new adjustments of rates, which in- 
volve sweeping away the maximum scales of 
rates and chafges embodied in the Railway 
Rates and Charges Orders Confirmation Acts, 
1891 and 1892, and the limitations on tolls for 
the use of railways,-etc., imposedy by the 
special Acts, - 

For the future the principle of fixing maxi- 
mum ecales and allowing the railway companies 
to fix actual rates within those maximum scales 
should be abandoned, and the actual standard 
rates and tolls should be fixed by an indepen- 
dent tribunal. 

The standard rates to and from a station 
should (as now) be composed of a conveyance 
rate, with a charge for station terminals and a 
charge*for service terminals, the terminals being 
payable only when use is made by the trader 
of the station accommodation or the services as 
the case may be. 

The rate to a private siding should (as now) 
be composed of a conveyance rate, with a 
charge for accommodation provided and services 
rendered by the railwey company et or in cou- 
nection with the private siding, which may be 
fixed either directly or by charging the station 
rate,and allowing a rebate equal to the difference 
between the terminals and the value of the 
accommodation and services at or in connection 
with the private siding. If, however, tho 
trader makes use of the station or of other 
accommodation provided hy the railway com- 
pany, or of any of the terminal services, hy 
should be liable to be charged in accordance ” 
with the use so made. 

The conveyance rate shottld be a mileage 
rate r ton, varying in an ascending scale 
according ‘to the classification of the goods con- 
veyed, a new classification being fixed either 
by the Rates Advisory Committee or by the 
new tribunal to be eet up. 

The mileage rate should be upon tho cumula- 
tive principle, with a descending scale of rates 
as the distance increases, the scales of: distance 
being both for England and Scotland—(1) The 
firat ten miles; (2) the next ten miles; (3) the 
next thirty miles; (4) the next fifty miles: 
(5) the remainder of the distance. The scales 
of rates for these distances should be fixed by 
the new tribunal. : 
The rate.should he computed on the basis of 
continuous mileage when the transit is over tha 
lines of more than one railway company. 

A minimum charge should (as now) be mada 
whet the conveyance is over a short distance. 
and the new tribunal should decide what this 
distance should he, and whether it shbuld ho 
the same when the tran@t is over the lines of 
more than one railway company. 

The classification should be divided into a 
greater) number of classes than now exists, and 
should e account of the quantity of goods 
constituting a consignment, a lower classifica. 
tion being accorded to goods forwarded in large 
quantities than to the same goods when sent in 
smaller quantities. 

~ Exceptional rates canyot be abolished. but 
every effort should be made to incorporate as 
many of the exceptional rates as possible in the

THE DENTISTS BILL. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—In reference to your leading article in 
to-day’s Irish Dimes, I would like to point out 
that, in our vpitiion, the pro bill, as it 
stands, will be of doubtful benefit to the public. 
Everyone that prohibition of practice by 
the uriqualified would of immense advantage, 
but we do not think 'theemethod suggested in 
this bill is the right ome. It proposes to place 
all those who have been” practising dentistry 
without any qualifications for! five years or 
more, and who are of good character, on the 
dentists register, and) to give them the title of 
“ dentist,” and thereby mix up the qgalified and 
unqualified on the same register with the same 


title. 

One of principal objects of this bill isso to 
arrange that the public will be able dis- 
tinguish those who are qualified from t who 


gre not. As the report of the Departmental 
Committee on which this bill is based says, 
“the unregistered practitioner is frequently a 
charlatan attracting business with blatant ad- 
vertising or unscrupuléus touting, who, bein 
subject to no control or profession&l code of 
ethics, brings disgredit on the dental profession. 
As the public are unable to distinguish the pro- 
fessional dentist from the unregistered practi- 
tioner, the status ef the dental proféxsion and 
its individual members ie lowered and debased.” 
If this bill, as“ W stands, is into law, 
it will make it more difficult t ever for the 
public to distifguish, and will degrade the den- 
tal profession without giving any benefit to 
the public. For forty years the titles “ dentist ”' 
and “dental practitioner”’ have, by the Den- 
tists Act, 1878, been reserved for those specially 
qualified to argc dentistry. While we have 
no desire that the unregistered titioner 
should be ‘deprived of his. means of livelihood, 
we intend to urge'that the names of thoee in 
ractise for five years previous to the issue of 
he report should be placed on a separate list, 
and that a title be giyen such as “ dental opera- 
tor,” or soffe.similar title, which would enable 
the public clearly, to distinguish between the 
specially qualified--namely, t who are den- 
tista—and those who are at present practising
